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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 33-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gietema et al. (U.S. Patent 6,222,503). 

As to claims 33, 36-38 and 41 , Gietema teaches a direction agile antenna system 
having beam steering for use in a wireless network, the network having a plurality of 
communication devices (beam steered antenna arrays for use in cellular 
communications, column 14, lines 13-25), the antenna comprising: 
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A plurality of elements each having direction antenna gain, some of said 
elements being disposed on different planes than others of the elements for directing 
beams in different directions (figures 7B, 7E, 8A and 8B, directional (gain) patch 
antennas mounted in vertical arrays in a circular, three, four or more planar surfaces 
enclosed within a pole, column 13, line 54 to column 15, line 34), 

The elements in different planes being configured for being selectively switched 
on and off so that at least one element may be switched on while others are switched 
off to produce antenna gain in a selected direction (electronic beam or switched beam 
steering for application in direction finding or Diversity applications, column 10, lines 3- 
17). 

As to claims 34, 35, 39 and 40, Gietema teaches the (antenna) elements are 
disposed on at lest two orthogonal planes or three orthogonal planes (column 14, lines 
1-11).
